S.O. 5058. —In exeicisc of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Export of Fish and Fish Products (Inspection) 
Rules, 1964, namely :— 

1. These rules may be called the Expoit and Fish and Fish Products (Inspection) 
Amendment Rules, 1969. 

2. In the Export of Fish and Fish Products (Inspection) Rules, 1964, for rule 7, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“7. Inspection fees.—The following fees shall be charged for inspection of flsh and fish 
products under these rules; 

(a) Prawns (Shrimp) canned—1.5 paise per kg. or part thereof." 

(b) Prawns (Shrimp) frozen—3.5 paisc per kg. or part thereof," 

This notification shall conic into force on the 1st April, 1970.
